Material prices, parti- 
cularly lumber prices, have sharp- 
ly declined since last year and 
building is cheaper now, by ten 
per cent , or more, building men 
say, than it was a year ago.

Though 
some levies were raked tentatively, others were lowered In an equal 
amount so that the changes will net affect the total rates to he paid 
in any district. 

The supervisors, by law, cannot 
raise any of the rates beyond the 
figures they tentatively decided 
upon on Monday.

The 
motor vehicle has put in competi- 
tion with the truck farms of Nor- 
folk and Princess Anne county 
areas which formerly grew staple 
crops because of the difficulty of 
shipping truck. The decline of 
trucking hearabout dates from 
the time when small boats, loaded 
with spinach and beans, and 
other greenstuff, ceased to crowd 
about steamers loading at the foot 
of Church street for New York. 

The commerce Roanoke Dock 
used to know was the kind of 
commerce which the Jamestown 
settlers no doubt envisioned at 
the beginning of this colony. The 
difficulty of building roads 
through virgin forests, haunted by 
savages, was no bar to the de- 
velopment of Tidewater by the 
colonists because the waters which 
lapped the early plantations were 
roads superior to any they could 
construct, And so for three cen- 
turies nearly all travel, nearly all 
movement of freight, was over 
water. Roanoke Dock for decades 
was the front door to Norfolk. It 
may be rebuilt but it pever again 
can become that, for Tidewater 
has deserted the river and taken 
to the highway.

The number of highway accid- 
ents caused by drivers sleeping at 
the wheel, usually because of fati- 
gue, can only be guessed, at, 
though it must be great. Most 
people who have driven much can 
recall occasions— recall them with 
a shiver when they have caught 
themselves nodding. Now comes 
the National Safety Council of 
Chicago, which has completed a 
study of accidents known to have 
been cause by sleeping to report 
that accidents arising from this 
cause are more likely to be fatal, 
or to result in serious injury, than 
almost any other class of accid- 
ents. 

This appears a reasonable con- 
clusion for it is probable that this 
class of accidents occurs at a 
higher average speed than any 
other. A driver who is awake us- 
ually succeeds in applying the 
•brakes, and somewhat diminish- 
ing his speed, before he crashes 
into the ditch or into another car. 
But the slumbering driver crashes 
with full force. 

The Safety Council's conclu- 
sions should arouse general con- 
cern over what Is probably the 
greatest single underlying cause 
of accidents in which sleeping 
drivers are involved. This is the 
inclination of long-haul truck 
operators to send their vehicles 
too great distances with a single 
driver. In some cases. It has been 
discovered, men have been con- 
tinuously at the steering wheels 
of heavy trucks for more than 40 
hours. That sort of thing is an 
invitation to disaster and yet It 
would appear to be a practice 
particularly difficult to stasap out. j

Starch Plant To Utilize Unmarketable 
Irish Potatoes Proposed In Carolina; 
Government Aid To Build It Considered 



A plan whereby all cull, cut, 
bruised and other wise unmarket- 
able Irish potatoes produced in 
the Albemarle section may be dis- 
posed of at a profit is now being 
considered by the Agricultural 
Committee of the local Chamber 
of Commerce-Merchants Associa- 
tion and by the Rehabilitation 
Corporation, reports the Elizabeth 
City Independent. 

The plan, briefly, calls for the 
establishment of a plant in Eliza- 
beth City to manufacture starch 
from Irish potatoes. The sugges- 
tion came from Mr. A. Alexander, 
of New York City, holder of pa- 
tents covering important phases 
of starch-making. Mr. Alexand- 
er, gives the gist of the plan in 
the following letter to Editor W. 
O. Saunders: 

February 15. 1935 
"Dear Mr. Saunders: 

"The United States government 
has subsidized and financed a 
sweet potato plant out of which 
they expect to make a consider- 
able amount of sweet potato 
starch. Our company has patents 
covering important phases of 
starch making By the use of 
these patents and processes, 
starch products may be produced 
at a lower cost than heretofore. 
These products have a ready mar- 
ket. 

"Most of the potato starch, if 
not practically all of it in the 
whole world is made from the 
Irish potato and since in and 
around your city farmers grow a 
considerable tonnage and are in 
a position to grow more if this 
was warranted, the thought oc- 
curred to me that the government 
might be induced to finance the 
erection of a unit for potato 
starch making in a proper loca- 
tion In the vicinity of the potato 
crop In your city. This .would help 
the farmers and the government 
without doubt would get Its money 
back, 

"Our company has Just entered 
into a contract with the largest 
potato dextrine makers in Holland 
for the use of our processes and 
patents. Two of their executives 
and owners of this great plant in 
Holland visited In America and 
stayed here for weeks and they 
satisfied themselves that our pro- 
cesses are practical and economi- 
cal. 



Completed Large Plant 

"We have just finished a plant 
for processing starches under our 
system at a cost of upwards of 
$200,000. This plant Is function- 
ing and tne goods are selling. 

In the making of potato starch, 
all the culls could be used and if 
the price warranted, the good po- 
tatoes as well. 



"The people we are now associ- 
ated with in Holland have had 
years of experience in making 
potato starch, as well as potato 
dextrine, and we feel that proper 
information could be had which 
would enable a starch plant In 
your section to be properly and 
profitably operated. Our company 
uses over a million pounds of 
starch a month now and it is 
growing. Therefore there would 
be no trouble in disposing of the 
product - t . ., 

"Of course. I could go into 
greater detail but thought I would 
put this matter before you so that 
you could ascertain whether the 
representatives of the, people in 
your section and your State would 
be interested in furthering a pro- 
ject which should he of real and 
continuous service." 

Would Fill Need 

Mr. Alexander's letter is self-ex- 
planatory. The need for some in- 
dustry to take cull, cut and sur- 
plus potatoes off the local market 
each year has long been seen. The 
problem has been to find someone 
to finance such an Industry in this 
section. Mr, Alexander's sugges- 
tion that the plant be financed by 
the government is by no means 
amiss! 

E. W, Lordley, District Adminis- 
trator for. the NCERA, says "this 
plan may be the answer to our 
problem of carrying out our rural 
rehabilitation program in this sec- 
tion." ' 

Mr. Lordley has taken the mat. 
tei up with, Mr. George Ross, head 
of the Rehabilitation Corp., hi 
this State, and expects to hear 
from Mr. Ross in regard to this 
shortly. According to Mr. Lord- 
ley, the Rehabilitation Corp., has 
broad powers and can build mar- 
kets, establish canneries and do 
countless other things In order 
to help the rehabilitated farmers 
dispose of their farm products. A 
potato starch factory might wall 
within the scope, of this 



Corporation, in Mr Lordley's 
opinion. 
We Need A Market For Culls 
The big advantage of such a 
plant or factory in this section 
would be the fact that it would 
enable the farmers to realize some 
cash income from cull 'and dam- 
aged potatoes which they how 
have to leave in the ground to rot. 
In the manufacture of potato 
starch, the quality or size of the' 
potatoes is immaterial. Starch can 
be made from cut potatoes, 
bruised potatoes, sun-scalded po- 
tatoes and. small cut potatoes — 
the type of potatoes tnat cannot 
be shipped, result in very low 
prices. With a potato starch 
factory here, spud growers of this 
county and section would need 
ship only the largest and finest 
potatoes they produce, and this 
naturally would result in much 
better prices, since it would cut 
down the shipments and Increase 
the quality at the same time. And 
the cull and damaged potatoes, 
now valueless, would bring the 
growers around a dollar a barrel 
in bulk. ,' t % 

Orover W. Falls, County Agri- 
cultural Agent, Q. C. Meads, 
Secretary of the Chamber of Com- 
merce-Merchants Asso elation. 
Mayor Jerome B. Flora, and 
others with whom the proposal 
has been discussed are very en- 
thusiastic. Buxton White, chair- 
man of the Agricultural Commit- 
tee of the local trade organisation, 
thinks a starch factory would be 
a great asset to the section during 
years when the potato price Is low 
but he says he doubts there are 
enough cull and surplus potatoes 
in the section to keep such a plant 
going in years when the potato 
crop sells at a good profit. 

Meanwhile, more detailed Infor- 
mation is being requested of Mr. 
Alexander.

crttiCT observance of tym rules 
" and regulations which govern 
highway traffic will not only prevent 
accidents and make for safe driving 
but it will also result in maintaining 
the automobile in good condition. A" 
■afe driver is usually a good driver 
md an automobile lasts loafer and 
veers better in the hands of a good 
irirer than in the hands of the 
lelter-skelter, devil-may-care type 
>f motorist < 

The various local laws regulating 
traffic are too well known to merit 
discussion here. Every driver should 
observe them carefully. At the same 
time he should also adhere to the 
ordinary courtesy rules of the road. 

•First, he should learn the hand 
signals and give them to other driv- 
ers. He should keep well to the right 
of the road and use the center lanes 
only for passing slower cars. He 
should not become aroused when 
another motorist passes him and 
thliflrthirtbe other motorist Is try- 
ing to race him. The other driver 
may be on an emergency call. 

Cutting-in in front of other cars 
is not only discourteous, but it is 
downright dangerous. Many motor. 
ists have tried this once too often 
md have ended up with a badly bent 
Tender or a crippled headlight, 
lot to mention possible bodily 
njury. 

Observance of these little cour- 
tesies makes motoring more pleas- 
ant and much safer. If it ended here 
it would still be worth while, but it 
Joesn't. Safe, courteous driving 
makes for trouble-free driving and 
spares you the annoyance of slight 
accidents which cause minor dam- 
ages -and small repr.irs. Slight acci- 
dents may eventually lead to serious 
and cv^onsive ac< i^rts. 



lytANY motorists enjoy trying to 

* make their own minor repairs. 
They arc usually the so-called 
"handy" type Who know how to 
handle tools and have a natural flair 
for mechanical things. 

Every such motorist should lea-n 
to be systematic and orderly. He 
should have a place for everything 
and keep everything in its place. He 
should keep his work-shop neat and 
never leave tools, bolts, nuts or { 
parts lying around on the floor 
or on the fenders or the seat 
cushions. All motorists should fol- 
low this procedure when working 
around the automobile. 

When working on the car he 
should take care to cover the up- 
holstery and the fenders and be 
careful not to spill oil or grease on 
upholstery or on varnished surfaces. 
If you must sit on the cushions in 
your greasy overalls or trousers, 
spread newspaper over the seats 
first. 

It is also well not to attempt any 
repair when you are in .the least 
doubt about your ability to complete 
it successfully. If your ability is 
limited to such thing ; as cleaning 
the spark plugs, polishing the head- 
light reflectors and tig hte n i ng tne 
body bolts don't, for example, try 
to grind the valves. If you feel that 
you would like to do this, learn thor- 
oughly how it is done before you 
attempt it. Watch someone else do 
it several times before you try it 
yourself, f 

Repairing the modern automobile 
frequently call* for a high degree 
of mechanical knowledge and pro- 
ficiency and many an amateur has 
found to his dismay that he has 
overestimated his own ability. Fre- 
quently, lis not only fails to corn- 
piste the repair himself but causes

The effect of the two 
actions, taken together, is to pre- 
serve the total county .tax rate at 
the present level. However, the 
Btach officials see that the town 
will lose by the maneuver because 
all of the money collected at the 
Beach from the county school 
levy la returned to the Beach 
while the county spends all the 
receipts from the general county 

the county supervisors last 
week unanimously approved the 
tentative charges in the two levies 
but without explanation. Super- 
intendent of Schools Frank W. 
Cut objected to the proposed cut- 
ting of the school levy, saying 
lhht he feared an 8ft cent levy 
would not produce the required 
revenue.

Change Decreed Designed To 
Encourage Yea r- Around

No license tax will be imposed 
for the quarter upon persons who 
establish businesses at Virginia 
Beach during the final quarter of 
the license year, that is, during 
the months of February, March 
and April, town council decreed 
on Monday night. 

The councilmen s intent was to 
encourage people to establish per- 
manent businesses here and it was 
believed that those who planned to 
begin operation long before the 
opening of the resort season could 
be considered permanent oper- 
ators. The existing license ordin- 
ances, which do not permit pro 
rating licenses during the final 
quarter, worked a hardship upon 
such people, it was held. 

A number of men wanted to 
open businesses at the Beach im 
mediately. Mayor Roy Smith said. 

Council discussed several ways 
of handling the situation before 
a decision was reached. One pro- 
posal was that those opening in 
April be sold a 1*S5 license a 
month ahead of time. Another 
s ug ges t io n was that the town 
change the license year to Jan- 
uary 1 to December 31 but not 
collect from those asseosed until 
Hay 1. which is the custom to

The largest of the projects 
mapped for Fort Story is the con- 
struction of two concrete emplace- 
ments for six-Inch guns. They 
would cost $36,000 and would be 
located close to the ocean. 

It is planned to spend $16,000 
on additional magazines for small 
arms ammunition and for artillery 
ammunition up to six inch. These 
magazines would be buried In the 
sand dunes some distance from 
the water. 

Another important project 
would be the -modification of the 
steel range towers, of which the 
fort has six, located at intervals 
between the State rifle range and 
Lynnhaven inlet. The army feels 
that the plotting rooms in. these 
towers, which are ten feet square, 
are too small.

derneath the larger ones. Other 
work covered by the tentative 
$80,000 allocation is the construc- 
tion of a min« plotting room and 
mine stations.

It is good news that building at 
Virginia Beach is picking up at 
such a rate that no stimulation 
In the form of a better housing 
campaign may be necessary. Men 
in the building trades here had a 
lean winter and all will rejoice 
to see them steadily at work dur- 
ing the next four or five months, 
as reports Indicate that they may 
ke. 

But campaign or no campaign 
Virginia Beach needs to do a lot 
of painting even if it has to im- 
port painters to do the work.

The cur- 
rent serious discussion of compul- 
sory sickness insurance he thinks 
is another straw pointing to even- 
tual state medicine. Still an- 
other is the consideration being 
given the erection of 300 hospitals 
in communities, largely rural, 
where medical service is now in- 
adequate, as a work relief, project 
in the $4,000,000 program congress 
is considering. If these hospitals 
are built, asks Dr. Rappleye. who 
will maintain them? Not the peo- 
ple of the communities in which 
it is proposed to locate them, for 
these people are too poor to sup- 
port doctors. Who, if not the 
government, local or national? 

To these pointers might be add. 
ed the very considerable number 
of hospitals now maintained by 
the national and local govern- 
ments: the army and navy and 
veterans' hospitals, the institu- 
tions for the insane and for the 
tubercular which are maintained 
by^the states. Still another, force 
which is operating to bring on 
state medicine' is the growing in- 
terest which cities and counties 
are showing in the provision of 
medical care for citizens, especial- 
ly the poor. The discussion now 
taking place hi this country re 
garding an appropriation for Nor 
folk hositals which minister to 
Princess Anne indigents, is a case 
in point. Every year governments 
are footing a larger share of the 
nation's medical bill and, if this 
trend continues, which is likely, 
the inevitable result will be gov- 
ernment doctors. State medicine 
has its drawbacks, as well as its 
advantages hut, like it or not, it 
appears to be on the way.

Voters will go to the polls today 
in Alabama on the question of 
modification of that State's dry 
law, on the books for a fifth of a 
century. Last-minute advices say 
that what is left of the moribund 
Ku-klux Klan Is lining up with 
the drys. Alabama's recent repeal 
of the famous statute outlawing 
anything whieh ''tastes like, foams 
like, smells like, or looks like beer" 
leads one to believe that the State 
is moving in the right direction. 
In Georgia, which has a similar 
statute on its books, proscribing 
the sale of any beverage which 
"looks, tastes, or smells" like beer,",, 
the Legislature is pondering the 
advisability of a compromise be- 
tween State control and private 
license. 

In Arkansas, the salons have 
been told by Governor Futrell 
that they must either legalize 
liquor or tighten up on enforce- 
ment with an appropriation from 
the State treasury of $250,000. 

In North Carolina, action is ex- 
pected this week in the Senate on 
the measure introduced by Sena- 
tor John Sprunt Hill, lifelong pro- 
hibitionist, which would allow the 
State to vote this summer on the 
establishment of a system of State 
control, to replace the existing 
regime. 

8outh Carolina's Senate is sche- 
duled to take up a State-control 
bill. The House in that State has 
adopted a county-control system, 
and it appears that the two plans 
will have to be reconciled. 

In Tennessee, the Legislature 
has a local option bill before it, 
but has taken no action as yet. 
Thus the dryest area of like size 
in America would seerfi to be on 
the verge of tossing the prohibi- 
tion method of liquor control out 
of the window, QjL course, it is 
possible that most of the six 
Southern States in question will 
vote against control systems, and 
will continue to pour millions an- 
nually into the pockets of the 
bootleggers. But the probabilities 
seem otherwise.

$5,000 HOME EXEMPTION 



(Northern Virginia Daily) 



One of the most striking in- 
novations, in the general effort 
for real estate tax relief now 
sweeping the country, appears in 
Florida. That state provides com- 
plete tax exemption up to an as- 
sessed" valuation of $5,000. The 
actual value might be still higher. 

Some of the other states, and 
some cities, have adopted lesser 
exemptions of the same type. 
Pittsburgh is a prominent ex- 
ample. By limited tax exemptions 
it has encouraged building on 
vacant city lots and kept up 
building activity through the de- 
pression. 

The Florida experiment looks 
rather extreme. It would mean, 
in any state, the exemption of a 
big majority of homes, and would 
evidently compel a revamping of 
the whole tax system, with much 
heavier taxes on expensive homes 
and on incomes, It should, how- 
ever, bring a building boom and 
a new wave of home ownership. 
The result will be watched with 
national interest.

(Arthur Brisbane in Syndicated 
Article) 
Mr. O'Brien, Chairman of the 
United States Tariff Commission, 
says Japan is a good customer, 
buys from us twice as much as we 
buy from her. That is gratifying. 
The United States should not for- 
get that Japan is our "largest 
single purchaser of cotton." 

The real question is, "How 
many days' labor do we import 
from Japan, and How many days' 
labor does Japan import from 
us?"

Trade agree men ts with twelve 
nations are under negotiation in 
Washington for the ultimate pur- 
pose of increasing employment in 
this country. Any treaties that 
may be made— and two have been 
concluded— will not require rati- 
fication by the senate. Several 
months ago congress granted 
President Roosevelt the right to 
arrange trade pacts on his own 
responsibility. 

This act recognized that the 
success of the negotiations would 
depend largely on our willingness 
to lower certain tariff barriers 
against foreign imports. While 
it concentrates much power in the 
hands of the President, it also dis-' 
courages industries that have re- 
ceived super-protection for years 
from Interfering in behalf of their 
own interests. The special com- 
mittee writing the agreements is 
much harder to approach than 
senators, who in the past have 
had the power of approval. Many 
of these industries which deserved 
protection in their infancy are 
now hiding their beards and re- 
fusing to stand on their own feet 
in world competition. 

With the decrease in our ex- 
ports from 1.7 billions in 1829 to 
490 millions in 1933 it has become 
evident that the "overproduction" 
in our domestic market has come 
about partly because our surplus 
products have remained at home. 
Those persons who urge economic 
self-containment by pointing out 
that we usually absorb 92 per cent 
of all we produce overlook the 
significance of foreign trade. In 
some lines— wheat, cotton, auto-

produce much more than we can 
consume. If we cant sell the ex- 
cess abroad we make these pro- 
ducers confine themselves to sup- 
plying domestic needs. As a re- 
sult the purchasing power of a 
large group is cut by as much as 
40 per cent. 

The revival of our foreign trade 
can do much to hasten recovery. 
Manufacturers should understand, 
however, that hi order to export 
we must import. Secretary of

One can at least understand 
why stock brokers must be yearn- 
ing for a Coolidge. In times like 
these, when every man's hand is 
set against the broker. It is na- 
tural that they should languish 
for the man who; through thick 
and thin, assured the public that 
brokers' loans were not too highl- 
and the public had confidence in 
this welcome news from so emin- 
ent a source. What is less easy 
to understand is the yearning for 
public relations counsel — when 
you have a Coolidge. The virtue 
of a Coolidge is, that he makes 
the best laid plans of public rela- 
tions experts ridiculous. He does 
by instinct what they advise by 
rote. 

The trouble is, of course, that 
neither a public relations expert 
nor a Coolidge can do much for 
the New York Stock Exchange un- 
less you have the American public 
as of 1928. Mr. Coolidge himself 
admitted that he had lost his 
touch in. tunes like these, but the 
public relations men are still try- 
ing. If "a Coolidge" were avail- 
able to the brokers, it is a safe as- 
sumption that his advivce would 
be, "Lie low till she blows over." 
That would be pretty good advice, 
too. .

A county cotton committee will 
be elected at a meeting of cotton 
growers of the county who pro- 
pose to sign AAA contracts which 
will be held at the Court House 
on Tuesday. 

A member of the State cotton 
control board will bring to the 
meeting the forms which will be 
required in the cotton sign-up and 
he will instruct the committee- 
men In their duties. 

Under the new program, 1934 
contract signers will determine 
the percentage of their base acres 
they want to rent to the govern- 
ment; name the pledgee, If any, 
to whom rental payments will be 
made; then sign the necessary 
forms when submitted to them by 
the county agent or local commit- 
teeman. Farmers who did not 
sign contracts in 1934 but who 
want to cooperate in the new pro- 
gram will be given an opportunity 
to sign 1935 contracts. 

Only farmers who grew cotton 
in 1933 or 1934 will be eligible 
to sign contracts. Others will be 
permitted to plant cotton but 
their status, as to tax exemption,

Poultry— Conduct six de mon 
atratlons in culling poultry, 
courage the building of better 
poultry houses. Place 12 stand- 
ard bred cockrels7~ v> Hold four de- 
monstrations in vaccination to 
prevent pox. Conduct three Farm 
flock record demonstrations. 

Dairy— Encourage blood testing 
for Bangs disease. Encourage 
better family cows and assist in 
the placing of same. 

It is recommended that the 
board of supervisors furnish the 
County Agent with sufficient 
equipment for the vaccination of 
horses and mules against spinal 
meningitis. 
SAFE FARMING COMMITTEE 

It is suggested that there be 
four meetings held. Safe farming 
letters as were mailed out last 
spring are worthwhile and should 
be repeated again 1935. There 
should be two letters, spring and 
summer. Each farmer should try 
to have a better garden this year 
than he has had in the past, 
Fertilizer demonstrations and lime 
demonstrations, where the soil is 
acid, should be continued this 
year. Clover craps should be 
planted as a legume. Be careful 
not to plant too many sweet pota- 
toes.

They must taste each sample of 
tea sent in by the trade this year, 
says the New Yorker. As the table 
revolves a pinch of tea is put into 
each cup, and hot water is poured 
upon it. Then the testing begins. 
Each tester sniffs his cup intent- 
ly. Then he dips a deep-bowled 
spoon into it and brings up some 
of the infused tea leaves, Which 
he also sniffs. Then, after the 
tea has cooled a bit, he takes a 
spoonful into his mouth and 
quickly spits it out into a one-gal- 
lon cuspidor he has handy. 

A tester rarely swallows any tea, 
and he never misses the cuspidor. 
After the testing is done each 
sample is discussed. Mostly the 
discussion is brief, the testers 
agreeing on the elimination of 
samples that are either superior 
or inferior to Government "mini- 
mum standards." Of the 300 
samples, all are gradually elim- 
inated save eight, one. for each of 
the general classifications of tea 
shipped into the United States — 
Scented -©range-Pekoe^Eermosft 
Oolong, etc. ""-" : 

The sample of each variety 



chosen becomes the official "mini- 
mum standard" which will guide 
the Government in its admittance 
or exclusion of tea over the period 
of a year. It's toward the end of 
the session that th? real discus- 
sion comes, when the samples be- 
gin to narrow down to the final 
eight. Then the testers sit around, 
resmi'lling, resting, and arguing 
as solemnly as the Supreme Court 
justices discussing the gold clause. 
Once the eight "minimum stan- 



iners at all American ports of tea 
entry, to important tea-shipping 
colters abroad, and sold to the 
trade at cost. 

Up to 1897, when Congress 
passed the Tea Act, which created 
the board, the tea examiners, 
lacking fresh annual official sam- 
ples, had nothing much to go on 
but their memories.

This city is chosen for the test- 
ing because it's the big tea port 
of the country.

The 
only new member this year, for 
example, is Mr. Hellyer, of a Chic- 
ago tea firm. Except for an in- 
terval of a f ew jrears, Mr. Andrew 
P. Irwin, of Philadelphia, has 
been on the board ever since its 
foundation. The, members get $50 
and expenses for attending; it's 
really the prestige they enjoy. 

Most tea experts are tea lovers 
as well, we are told. Mr. Hutch- 
inson, chief tea examiner in New 
York, never drinks less than three 
cups a day, even though in his 
day's work he will test from sixty 
to 300 samples, and occasionally 
his tongue "feels like a piece of 
tripe." Mr. Irwin avoids this feel- 
ing, and is an exception to what 
we said above about all the testers 
talcing the tea into their mouths. 
He never tastes in testing; just 
smells.

Lightning and moonlight pictures are unusual and fascinating and you 
can take them with any kind of a camera. 



APRIL showers not only bring 
May flowers but night-time 
electrical storms as well. And there's 
your chance for sensational light- 
ning pictures. 

With the dark, clouded skies the 
sharp ribbons of lightning spread 
in fantastic, fascinating flashes and 
when caught by the camera, the re- 
sulting picture Is really something 
to talk about and adds variety and 
interest to your snapshot album. 

There Is no trick involved in tak- 
ing lightning pictures. In fact, it's 
quite simple. If it is raining during 
the time the lightning is weaving its 
webs of flashes across the sky, and 
yon don't want to get wet, take your 
pictures from the inside through an 
open window. Place the camera on 
a tripod or something solid at the 
open window and point it in the di- 
rection of the last few flashes. Set 
your shutter at "time", using the 
largest diaphragm opening or "stop." 
You may close the shutter after the 
first flash or leave it open for the 
registering of several flashes. Of 
course, if you leave the shutter open 
for many flashes, you will get a fan- 
tastic conglomeration of ribbons of 
light but not a true picture of a sin- 
gle flash. However, It will be un- 
usnal, to say the least, and well 
worth adding to your collection of 
"freaks." 

If it is an honest-to-goodness 
storm, It will pay you In self satis 
faction to take several pictures, tor 
the more brilliant the flashes and 
U» more ribbon of light ilgngging 
through the dark ekles, the greater 
i for a really apeetacalar 
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does not register satisfactorily Is 
sheet lightning. It merely uni- 
formly Illuminates a broad expanse 
of sky. With this kind of lightning, 
however, interesting silhouettes of 
trees and buildings can be secured. 

And while discussing Dame Na- 
ture's "lighting plant", pictures by 
moonlight should not be overlooked. 

Moonlight will serve to make pic- 
tures just as sunlight does, but as 
It is a great many times weaker than 
sunlight, exposures must be in- 
creased considerably. Perhaps the 
simplest way to calculate a moon- 
light exposure Is to give 25 minutes 
for each 1/100 second exposure that 
would be given the same scene by 
sunlight. 

For example, the exposure in 
bright sunlight for a landscape with 
a dark-toned object In the immediate 
foreground, would be 1/25 of a sec- 
ond with stop /.ll or U.S.8. Then 
the exposure by the light of a full 
moon would he 100 minutes with the 
same stop. This could be cut down 
to 60 minutes with stop /.8 or U.S.4. 
For a landscape without a dark- 
toned object In the immediate fore- 
ground about 25 minutes with f.8 or 
U.S.4 would be ample, and for dis- 
tant landscapes the exposure can be 
from 10 to 16 minutes. 

If a daylight effect is desired, the 
exposure must be multiplied by four, 
and this applies only to nights when 
the sky Is clear and the moon Is 
full. 

With a single lens and all fixed 
focus cameras, use the largest stop 
and double the exposures given 
above. 

So— let the sky light your way to 
ont-of-the-ordlnary pictures.

"Hearse chasers" are vultures 
who prey on the estate or relatives 
of dead men by presenting false 
claims or selling biographies at 
exorbitant prices* or in dozens of 
other ways. 

"Puff sheets" are- magazines 
generally having a name Closely 
resembling some reputable public- 
ation, but depending upon the 
sale of extra copies to gullible 
business men who are written up 
in extravagant phrases of praise. 
"Mug books' 'serve a similar func- 
tion, but specialise in photo- 
graphs. 

The sucker has many names 
among the crooks. "Lily," mug," 
"pushover" and "mooch" are the 
most common. After a "push- 
over" has been sold he Is a "wrap- 
up." 

Real estate developers use the 
"lunch and lecture" system, carry- 
ing the prospects by bus or train 
to the property, feeding them and 
subjecting them to a talk by a 
••spietar." 

Financial racketeers have been 
lew active since the Securities 
Act of 1933 and Securities Ex- 
change Act of 1934 were passed, 
but plenty of "dynamiters" (high- 
pressure salesmen of stock) are 
still out of Jail. 

The "dynamiter" may use a 
"bird dog," a tout who furnishes 
prospects and talks up the securi- 
ties among his acquaintances; a 
"coxy." an inexperienced sales- 
man good for small sake, a "holl- 
er room," In which a group of 
salesmen work by telephone, dis- 
regarding expense of long-dis- 
tance talks and probably setting 
bills every day; a "Up sheet," a 
phony financial publication to 
boost stock Issues, and a "reload- 
er" who can sell more stock to a 
sucker who already has made a 
small investment. 

In the "one-call racket" a pros- 
pect is dropped unless he can be 
sold on the first visit.

On the Luther Upton farm, be- 
tween Nimmo church and Pungo, 
Edward Walke, a Negro, did some 
spade work the other day that has 
provided a puzzle for the neigh- 
borhood. * 

Walke was getting rid of a big 
stump near the old Cason home- 
stead on the property and dug a 
hole nearby in which to bury the 
stump. He struck a pocket of 
black sand, of an unfamiliar sort, 
and it aroused his curiosity.

first year or two. Also, the U. 8. 
Biological Survey and the State 
Conservation Commission would 
no doubt be glad to aid in the 
promotion of such a project.

ODORLESS CABBAGE 



• (Portsmouth Star) 

The department of plant breed- 
ing at Cornell University has ac- 
complished something Burbank 
might have done if he had got 
around to it.. It has produced a 
cabbage 'which is odorless, while 
retaining all the dietetic values 
The disagreeable cooking odor 
which housewives have long de- 
plored waa found to be an "evolu- 
tionary hang-over." Good breed- 
ing eliminated it. 

The new cabbages average 
aoout three pounds in weight, 
have dark* green and crinkly 
leaves, crisp texture, less waste 
than the ordinary cabbage, great- 
er uniformity in shape and ma- 
turity, and are easier to digest. 
All of which must go far toward 
makingthis erstwhile humble veg- 
etable something of an aristocrat. 

So far the Cornell department 
of plant breeding has only 10,000 
seeds of the new strain, not 
enough to offer farmers and truck 
gardeners. It is asking a few seed 
growers to co-operate «i produc- 
ing enough seeds to place the 
odorless cabbage on the market 
in about two years. 

This should be Just a begin- 
ning. Onions and parsnips need 
to receive similar treatment. Not 
to mention garlic.

Black Rot Preventive 
Taught Farm Pupils 

Oceana high school agricultural 
students have recently been learn- 
ing how to prevent black rot or 
black leg, perhaps the most dam- 
aging disease encountered by 
sweet potato growers in this local- 
ity. 

Black rot appears as an infec- 
tion which is often only skin deep. 
On the roots and stems it may 
appear as black spots, sometimes 
called "black shanks." Infected 
plants are dwarfed, they yellow 
and may finally wither, the leaves 
becoming blackened and crisp. 

The seed treatment the boys 
are being taught by W. H. Mc- 
Cann. instructor, is to dissolve one 
ounce of corrosive sublimate in. 
eight gallons of water hi a wooden 
barrel or tub. Potatoes to be bed- 
ded are placed hi this solution for 
eight minutes Just before plant- 
ing. The boys are being warned 
not to let. the seed potatoes, after 
treatment, come In contact with 



old bags or other material from 
it is possible for them to be rein- 
fected.

Then 
Fentress, once a "big shot" among 
the law-breakers of this part of 
the country, lost his nerve and 
tried to get out of serving his sen- 
tence by offering to "squeal" on 
other moonshiners and bootleg- 
gers in Norfolk and Norfolk Coun- 
ty. Judge Meekins declined this 
offer, but was finally persuaded 
to reduce the sentence to a year 
and a day and to take off the 
fine.

Government Aid 
In Pennsylvania 
For Spud Grower 

Ten Million Bushels of 1934 
Crop Would Be Taken Off 
Market 

Storage bins of Pennsylvania 
potato growers and dealers would 
be relieved of 10,500,000 bushels 
of the 1934 crop surplus under the 
promise of a Federal agency to 
buy them, if the State measures 
and bags the crop, says the Phila- 
delphia Inquiren 

An official of the State Emer- 
gency Relief Administration said 
today work relief funds will be 
used when available, and that 
money at Washington has been 
ear-marked to pay for the pota- 
toes. 

Department of Agriculture sta- 
tisticians, who furnished data on 
the potato producing areas of the 
State, said the "bumper" crop of 



1934. totaling 34,000,000 bushels, 
caused the surplus. It exceeded 
the crops of the previous 2 years 
by about 13.000,000 bushels. 

It is the plan of the State relief 
administration to* conduct the 
buying proportionately to the po- 
tato sections, It is understood. 
Counties ranking high in produc- 
tion Include Lehigh. Somerset, 
Lancaster, York, Berks, Potter 
and Northampton. 

"We must obtain work relief 
funds for the bagging of the pota- 
toes" a relief administration offi- 
cial commented, "since the Fed- 
eral grant makes provision for the 
purchase only." , 

A previous move to aid potato 
growers was made in the House of 
Representatives last week when J. 
H. Arnold, Fayette Democrat, and 
J. Brady Murrin. Butler Demo- 
crat, sponsored a resolution call- 
ing on county relief boards to pur. 
chase them where potatoes ate 
distributed as relief. 

Action was delayed when the 
lawmakers were told of the pro- 
posal by the Federal Government,

The peanut's fancy name is 
Arachis hypogaea (family Legum- 
inosae). However, this fruit, 
which is called a nut, is more 
commonly known, aside from pea- 
nut, as ground nut, earth nut, 
Monkey nut, Manila nut and goo- 
ber. The original home of pea- 
nuts is uncertain, but it Is prob- 
ably Brazil. Peanuts were also 
grown in Peru at about the same 
time they were known of in Brazil. 

Peanuts spread to other coun- 
tries from South America by slave 
ships, reaching this country from 
Brazil by way of Africa in the 
early slave ships. They were 
first grown hi Virginia and North 
Carolina. But when the boll 
weevil became a menace to cotton, 
farmers in other States turned to 
peanuts, which are immune,- cur 
iously enough, to any known dig-

"Aviation needs very special 
qualities in its gasoline to give 
maximum power, reliability and 
safety," he says. "The automotive 
industry wants still other features 
hi its gasoline. The consumer 
wants cheapness. 

"All the various styles of gaso- 
line must be cut from one piece, 
namely, crude petroleum .... 

"Until the- development of 
chemical engineering as a. definite 
science the refining of petroluem 
was essentially a mechanical pro- 
cess. One example will suffice to 
show how closely the progress in 
petroleum is associated with 
chemical engineering. 

"The cracking coil, common to 
every oil refinery, makes possible 
the present enormous production 
of high quality gasoline required 

by the automobile, Had. It not 

been developed, twice as much 
crude oil would have to be pump- 
ed from the ground to supply the 
need for gasoline."

DIFFICULT steering is not en- 
■-'countered so frequently today 
as it once was. For one thing, motor- 
ists take greater care in keeping 
their cars properly lubricated, thus 
causing less wear of the steering 
mechanism.

The farmer is an eternal optim- 
ist. Every year when we begin 
planting there is a feeling among 
us an that conditions will be such 
that we will make money. It is 
fine that this is true, but we 
shouldn't permit optimism to close 
our eyes to the facts, says the 
Peninsula Enterprize, published at 
Accomac Court House. 

We frequently hear that the 
Irish Potato Crop win be cut 25 
to 30% on the Eastern Shore this 
year. If we are to make any 
money out of it, according to Gov- 
ernment statistics it win have to 
be cut this much. Unfortunately, 
however, the reports being made 
to the Administration Committee 
of the Potato Control Agreement 
do not Indicate that the cut will 
exceed 22%. Of course, the plant- 
ing is far from over, and the 
quantity can be changed a great 
deal. We all remember that in 
1934 the acreage was increased 
by probably 10% in the last ten 
days of planting. . , 

The reports being made to the 
Administration Committee by the 
various fertilizer companies and 
supply companies we are advised 
indicate that the companies are 
"toeing the line" on forcing a re- 
duction of 22% on an time plant- 
ing for cash are planting about 
the same acreage this year that 
they did last. Of course, the re- 
ports to the Administration Com- 
mittee are hardly half complete 
at this time- Nevertheless they 
should be sufficiently, complete to 
indicate the cut that might be ex- 
pected. 

When it is recalled that the 
Government forecasts a price of 
only $2.15 to $2.25 for the Eastern 
Shore, provided the cut is .22% 
and provided 'normal yields are 
obtained on the Eastern Shore 
and other competing sections, and 
a price of only $1.15 in the event 
yields should run 10% above nor- 
mal, our optimism must necessar- 
ily receive quite a shock.

C. Lydon Harrell, of Norfolk, told 
the Parent-Teacher Association 
of creeds school at its meeting on 
Friday night of last week. 

Dr. Harrell, a tuberculosis 
specialist, and Miss Gertrude 
Lovell, county nurse, spoke at the 
meeting in connection with the 
tuberculosis clinic which is to be 
conducted at the school during 
the week of March 25. Parents 
must give their written consent hi 
order for their children to-be 
examined at the clinic. A State 
clinician will make the examin- 
iations and will advise that X- 
rays be taken in cases where signs 
of tuberculosis are present. 

Dr. Harrell pointed out that 
tuberculosis is a contagious and 
not an inherited disease. It is 
contracted through the nose, he 
said, in germs borne by dust and 
through the mouth by germs in 
food which has been handled by 
persons having the disease. 

"Because it is contagious,' 'he 
said, "it is essential that each 
case be diagnosed as early as pos- 
sible and the patient isolated. A 
yearly examination, especially of 
those who have come in contact 

ith the disease, wou ld save un-

"Every park pond," says the 
Foundation,", can be made more 
attractive with wild swans, stately 
wild geese and the many varieties 
of ducks. Refuges are the only 
ffplaces" where school children can 
study these wild creatures at clos° 
range. 

"America's migratory waterfowl 
need homes — and need them bad- 
ly. Ove r 17,000,000 acres of 
marshes have been fruitlessly 
drained by man, with littl? 
thought of the effect upon a great 
natural resource of tremendous 
economic, recreational and esthe- 
tic importance to millions of peo- 
ple. 

"What the nation's waterfowl 
need is the setting aside of thou- 
sands of refuges, where the birds 
may rest, feed and nest in con- 
tentment. Oiven those oppor- 
tunities, wildfowl can be restored 
successfully to their former pleni- 
tude. 

"In that work everybody can 
help. It is for the purpose of ac- 
cording suitable recognition to 
those who deserve it that this 
contest has been launched." 

Cash prizes aggregating $500 
and twenty' silver cups are the 
prizes in the contest, which will 
be Judged by a committee headed 
by Jay N. Darling, chief of the 
U. S. Bureau of Biological Survey. 
Entries must be filed by May 31 
and among the requirements are

SELLING THE BEACH IN 
— FLORIDA = 



The Shenandoah valley has sent 
a publicity expedition to Florida 
with the idea of interesting' Flor- 
idians and their winter guests in 
visiting upstate Virginia in sum- 
mertime. Senator F. P. Loth, of 
Staunton, and fifty neighbors 
made the Florida toyr. They were 
feted at Miami, according to 
Miami newspapers, and then 
moved over to the West Coast 
resorts, dispensing handshakes 
and advertising matter as they 
moved. Here is something which 
should interest Virginia Beach. 

It seems to the News that Vir- 
ginia Beach should do something 
along the line on which Senator 
Loth and his companions have 
been moving. This resort has 
been crowding its publicity efforts 
into three 'months while the 
energy might have been expended 
' more profitably over six months. 
Last year's publicity campaign 
here began too late. The sum- 
mer's business was well under way 
before the Beach ballyhoo corps 
swung into action. It is too late 
now to do anything in Florida but 
not too late to attempt to get this 
season's publicity work going by 
the first or middle of May. Many 
people begin making their sum- 
mer vacation plans then, or earl- 
ier.

Drivers often neglect to lubricate 
the clutch release bearing. Many 
cars have a lubricant fitting for 
thj* point This should receive at- 
tention periodically. Find out from 
your instruction book or from the 
service station just how often you 
should do this on your car, and 
follow the instructions of the man- 
ufacturer. 

Every 1500 miles is about the 
average interval Be careful of 
over-lubrication as lubricant may 
get on the clutch lining. 

A slipping or grabbing clutch 
or- improper "clutch throw 7 ' should 
bo corrected by a competent person 
without delay.

the dogwood begins to blossom 
shortly and the plan of the Gar- 
den Club of Virginia is to even- 
tually make of all Virginia seen 
by the visitor a veritable bower of 
dogwood loveliness in early 
springtime. 

Last year the Garden Club of 
Virginia gave a cup to the Garden 
Club of Christiansburg for plant- 
ing the most dogwood during the 
year. The exact number planted 
in Virginia since the campaign 
began more than a year ago is 
not as yet known, but Mrs. Dod- 
son is compiling a report on this 
subject at present and shotly hopes 
to be able to announce just how 
many more must be distributed. 

"We urge the public generally 
to buy dogwood and plant it on 
lawns and in yards, for in these 
locations it will get the best of 
care and will be most beautiful," 
she said. "At present the State 
Highway Commission through Its 
landscaping division is planting 
thousands of these trees along 
the highways. We do not want 
the public to dig up trees that are 
now growing in the woods. Our 
purpose is to increase the number 
in Virginia, not change their loca 
tion."

Rural Rehabilitation Program 
In Virginia Meets Unex- 
pected Obstacle. 

Is there a scarcity of vacant 
farm land in Virginia? 
— ^*.Oe**uVDteset©r of Rural 
Rehabilitation for «K Virginia 
Emergency Rehef Administration, 
is* inclined to think that either 
suc h a sc arcity or t ha t 



the owners of farm property, are 
mysteriously unwilling to dispose 
of their unused acreage at fair 
prices. 

And as a result, the progress of 
the Rural Rehabilitation program 
is being definitely retarded, he 
said. 

"We have thousands of dollars 
to invest in arrangements for 
suitable land for relief families of 
the Rural Rehabilitation Divi- 
sion," he declared. "But the larg- 
est proportion of that money is 
standing idle right now because 
we are unable to find the land we 
need. 

"Our program contemplates the 
re-establishment of between 5,000 
and 6,000 Virginia relief families 
on small subsistance farms. In 
a great many cases it is necessary 
for ns to procure land for these 
*f amilies and to provide them with 
housing. 

"Yet to date, we have been able 
to set up less than 1,000 families 
because of our inability to secure 
land. Another 1*000 fully certi- 
fied family cases are reposing in 
the files of our county and area 
Rehabilitation offides now, and 
await only the opportunity to 
secure farming t: 
before the actual work of rehabili- 
tation begins." 

The "mystery" is heightened, he 
said, by the fact that practically 
every farm census or survey made 
the last ten years has shown 
an abundance of idle farm land 
which the owners were unable to 
work productively. 

Local representatives of the 
Rural Rehabilitation Division 
located at the 28 area offices of 
the VERA are authorized to nego- 
tiate for land with individual 
property owners. Final contracts, 
however, are approved only by the 
State headquarters in Richmond. 
Meanwhile, approximately 
$310,000 to carry on the 



tation program through the cur- 
rent month has been distributed 
to the area offices. A first Jdibt- 
ment of aa even $600 per county 
was sent out during the first week 
in March. Subsequent allotments 
totaling $260,000 have been sent 
out since that time, distributed 
to the counties according to their 
needs under the program. "Those 
funds are over and above the al- 
locations for the regular relief 
program. 

Application to the PERA in 
Washington has been made by the 
State Administration for an extra 
grant of $28,000 for wages to be 
paid to rehabilitation clients en 
gaged on regular veka wort: Wok 
jects, Mr. Gordon stated. 

Didder the present program, re- 
habilitation clients are under a 
separate classification from re- 
gular relief clients, and cannot 
receive benefits from ordinary re- 
lief funds. Since many rehabili- 
tation families require supplemen- 
tary cash incomes over and above 
what they can produce on their 
farms, it is planned to employ 
some of them on regular work 
projects' and to pay them wages 
out of the special fund. 

Later, it is planned to set up a 
series of self-liquidating work 
projects under the Rural Re- 
habilitation program for the ex- 
clusive employment of rehabilita- 
tion cases, he said. These, in most 
cases, will consist of repairs to 
buildings, fences and equipment 
on the farms in lieu of rent and 
drainage and soil erosion work.

E G. Welfe, In U. S. To Study New Deal, 
Sees Nothing As Certain Except War 



George Welb, sforty- 
r-old author, biologist 
draper's assistant, ar- 
rived in !Tew York aooaftr-tBe- 
Oerman Lloyd liner Bre- 
to "get a whiff of the Ameri- 
can atmosphere." He win write 
his impressions of the New Deal 
for "Collier's" after he has read 
the Newspapers, conferred with 
hackers and opponent of the N. R. 
A. and listened, in an American 
family parlor, to the invectives of 
Father Charter £. Con g hl r n a nd 
Senator Huey P. Long, reports the 
Hew York Herald Tribune. 

Here in the role "not of a dic- 
tator but of the inquirer or little 
mark of interrogation," he grin- 
ned his smug satisfaction that 
there would be another European 
war in 1940, as he has so fre- 
quently predicted. 

"AH that I said about a war in 
1940 still holds, don't you think 
ao?" he beamed reassuringly. 

"You well know we're getting 
ready for it and are making great 
progress. And quite a swell war 
we're going to have." 

He, spoke in clipped sentences 
concerning his belief that women 
should not be taken out of busi- 
ness to aid male employment, be- 
cause the.y might "prove tiresome 
in the home;" that recovery in 
England and elsewhere was "as 
false as Indian summer;" that he 
placed little faith in unemploy- 
ment figures either here or abroad 
and that actually there was no 
Lloyd George resurrectionist 
movement England. "I think he 
just bobbed up again," he said. 

He explained -that he luwhcome 
here because the New Deal was 

too perp lexing t o study from 

abroad. "And it's a curious fact 
that, although I subscribe to sev- 
eral American newspapers, I have 
to come here to read and under- 
stand them properly, as I find it 
Impossible to read steadily while 
I'm away from America," he said. 
"I think it's because the news is 
a bit stale by the time I get your 
papers." 

He insisted that not only was 
England's recovery greatly exag- 
gerated, but no one should put 
much faith in a general recovery. 
"What recovery there is, or may 



be. has been or will be forced be- 
cause stocks are exhausted/* he 
said. '.-_, 

Concerning Senate* unfs 
theories for a division of wealth 
along liberal lines, he smiled enig- 
matically and replied: "He's a 
great man,_your -Senator Long, 
but please put a query against 
that remark, for I'll know better 
about him after I've been here 
three 'weeks. This is not an im- 
putation. I'm here to learn." 

He * challenged the accuracy of 
Senator Long's citation that there 
were 20,000,000 unemployed in 
America. "Such figures are gen- 
erally prepared by statistical art- 
ists. Now, take Prance, for in- 
stance. In France they are al- 
ways under on employment esti- 
mates, while certain other nations 
are over, 

"The French are under because 
they do not consider peasants as 
workers. When peasants lose their 
jobs or employment, they are not 
mentioned by the statistical art- 
ists. Unemployment figures can 
be twisted whatever way one 
chooses." 

"He also was skeptical and a bit 
cynical when some one asked if a 
solution of the re-employment of 
males might not be to return wo- 
men to their homes. 

"Return women to the home?" 
he asked. "Well, I don't know 
that it would be practicable. It 
might become tiresome if they 
were put back in the home. What 
do you think about it? My view 
has always been that if there is a 
job to be done it makes no differ- 
ence whether a man or a woman 
does it. I'm not interested in any 
war between men and women, but 
I do feel that women should be 
paid on an equality with men. 
It's not right that they should be 
used to undermine wages by ac- 
cepting lower wages than men." 

During the last two months, he 
said, he has been living in France, 
where he observed a tendency to- 
ward an inflationist movement, 
although many Frenchmen had 
not yet recovered from the infla- 
tion of a few years ago.

P' WOULD be quite unusual to find 
a mother, wife or home-maker 
who hasn't a potted plant, vase of 
artificial flowers or an object of art 
In the house that for one reason or 
another has become the "favorite." 

Flowers are much like friends. 
Ton no doubt like and respect all of 
the friends you associate with so- 
cially or you wouldn't seek their 
companionship nor accept then* hos- 
pitality. There Is invariably, how- 
ever, one or two you like particu- 
larly well There Is something about 
them that appeals to you. Their very 
presence cheers you. It may be their 
personality, their manner of speech, 
their consideration of others, even 
their Idiosyncrasies or many other 
things referred to and classified un- 
der the small but greatly publicised 
word— "It." 

We can't say that flowers have 
"It." That's stretching, things a lit- 
tle too far; but they do have a way 
of becoming a bright spot in our 
lives. 

Why not keep a, record of their 
growth and beauty with snapshots? 
Yon can take good pictures of flow- 
era with any camera in the house or 
outdoors but today let's discuss pic- 
tures of flowers in the house. 

Proper lighting Is the foundation 
lor good flower photography. It 
should be remembered that shadows 
are necessary to properly reproduce 
form In any graphic Illustration. In 
outdoor photography natural light- 
la* Is depended upon so it is neces- 
sary to waft antil the sunlight comes 
from the right direction to get the 
proper lighting for your subject. In 
I hto lusjSfl Indoor picture Using 
baa Its advantages. Yon make and 
place year own lighting.

the best results are obtained when 
lighting comes more from the sides 
so as to cast interesting, artistic 
shadows. 

Successful flower photography baa 
been made quite easy with the in- 
troduction of super sensitive pan* 
chromatic film. This film provides 
users of roll-film cameras with the 
advantages of extreme speed under 
artificial light and complete color 
sensitivity heretofore available only 
In cut film and plates. This film, sen- 
sitive to all colors, records the va- 
rious color tones more In the varia- 
tion of brightness as seen by the 
eye. A. 

The diagram above shows how 
the picture to the right was taken. 
Jt Is best not to place lights directly 
in front of the subject for In doing 
so you will generally fall to gat 
depth In the picture. You will notice 
that the tray, used effectively as a 
background, is tilted against the 
wall and not flat against It. By tilt- 
ing the tray the shadow to the right 
is made possible and adds greatly 
to the depth and attractiveness of 
the picture. 

As shown In the diagram, you will 
need two photoflood lamps placed in 
an ordinary ftoqjc lamp with the 
shade tilted slightly upward. If you 
cannot tilt the shade remove it en- 
tirely and hold a white cardboard, 
sheet or even a bright dishpaa be- 
hind the lamps to serve as a reflec- 
tor. You may want to do your own 
experimenting in the placing of the 
photoflood lamps to get shadows 
that please you most. 

After locating the subject la the 
finder set the diaphragm at f.t.1 and 
the shutter speed at 1/25 of a second 
and take your picture. 

Your flowers, may wither and die 
but the picture will live forever.

Last year the Perry-Belch Fish 
Company at Colerain caught the 
enormous total of 11,000.000 her- 
ring, in addition to the vast quan- 
tities of shad, rock, perch and 
other varieties of fish. The record 
catch in one day at the Colerain 
fisheries was 740,000. 

Shad will find ready markets 
"up North," as well as locally. 
Herring are the mainstay of the 
industry, and a large part of them 
are used locally in this section, 
for immediate use and for "corn- 
ing," "as meat supply for the en- 
tire year. 

The roe, which in former years 
was largely wasted, Is now can- 
ned. Perry-Belch Fish Company 
cannery puts up many thousands 
of cans each year. 

Bisping fisheries, which for the 
past several years have operated 
at Av oca and in vicinity, will 
again operate this season, and in- 
dications point to a go od seaso n. 
I The fishery - aF Avoca was for 
many years rated as the largest 
in the world, for shad and her- 
ring.

Last year, he asserted, a little 
more than $47,000 was spent on 
county roads. The year was 
started with a surplus of $7,889.01

This was done at the 
request of the county board. That 
left a total of $52,38573 to be 
expended on county roads.

As Others See It

A remarkable proposal is now 
pending before the Military Af- 
fairs Committee of the House of 
Representatives. It calls for tBe 
creation at Harper's Ferry of what 
would be known as the "John 
Brown Military Park," a memorial 
to John Brown, the abolitionist 
agitator. ■. . 

Now this new spaper is certainly 
averse to exhunmSj%rom moth- 
balls that badly-over-worked gar- 
ment, the bloody shirt, and it has 
no desire to reopen old wouni 
in its discussion of this unusual 
proposition. But it does feel that 
the establishment of a park in 
memory of John Brown on what 
was once Virginia soil, would be 
anomalous, to put it mildly. And 
it would be particularly so, if that 
park were established by the Fed- 
eral Government. 

For it must be borne in mind 
that Brown's abortive insurrection 
at Harper's Ferry in 1859 was dir- 
ected not only against the entire 
slaveholding element in general, 
but against the United States 
Government In particular, whose 
arsenal he seized. Brown pron- 
ounced the flag of the country a 
symbol of satan, and was arrested 
by a unit of the United States 
Army, when his insurrection was 
put down. 

As Dr. Matthew Page Andrews, 
Virginia-bom historian, has de- 
clared In a communication to the 
House Committee on Military Af- 
fairs, if Brown is honored in this 
way "by the United States Gov- 
ernment, whose authority he de- 
fied and whose property he seized, 
then the United States Govern- 
ment, through its offici als, m ay 
rightly be > regarded^as ! Jndorsing 
the acts of an out-law-criminal, 
who was evidently suffering from 
some form of insanity, which is 
the most charitable explanation 
of Brown's acts and attitude." 

We are inclined to feel that 
Brown was entirely sincere in his 
attitude toward slavery, but that 
his sincerity was that of a men- 
tally unbalanced fanatic. His 
brutal killing in cold blood of five 
pro-slavery settlers in Kansas, in 
retaliation for the murder of an 
equal - number of free-staters 
shortly before, can hardly be ex- 
plained on any other ground. 

The Times-Dispatch is, of 
course, In agreement with John 
Brown in believing that, slavery 
was and is an evil, but it is hot 
in agreement with those who de- 
sire to honor Brown's memory. On 
this particular point we are con- 
tent to quote Abraham Lincoln, 
who compared Brown Co the as- 
sassins, with whom he declared 
Brown was "related in history." 
Lincoln was unsparing in his con- 
demnation of the insurrection. We 
see no reason why the organizer 
and leader of that insurrection 
should be honored by the Govern- 
ment against which it was direct- 
ed.

Charm in a book is just as in- 
definable as charm in a woman. 
There is "Elinor ^ylie : the Por- 
trait of an Unknown Lady" writ- 
ten by her sister, Nancy Hoyt. It 
may be interesting .to know that 
Elinor Wylie was a young person 
fired with a zest for living and a 
zeal for work, a vital person who 
died all too young. The sister's 
book of a sister is a picture of- the 
"unknown lady" whom the world 
saw only as the crystal-phrased 
poetess and mistress of peerless 
prose. 

There is some poetry which is 
graceful though not great, which 
gives its message of beauty with 
no thought to the heights of Heli- 
con. Of such is "Sword against 
the Breast," a small volume by 
"Twopoets 
were awarded last year the Shel- 
ley Prize. Of these. James Agee 
keeps his eye too much upon Heli- 
con: thus, in "Permit Me Voy- 
age.'' he shows only technique for 
climbing. But Marya Zaturen- 
ska's "Threshold and Hearth" ap- 
proaches the heights in "wisdom 
grown subtle in simplicity." 

There is some prose hi which 
laughter, bitterness and sadness 
combine in a fantasy that be- 
comes more real than reality. 
There is "Road of Ages," the past 
month's selection of one of our 
major book clubs. The idea is 
rooted in the Zionist movement, 
with perhaps a' sidewise glance 
upon Hitler's 20th century per- 
secution of the Jews. It is car- 
ried out with all of Robert Na- 
than's satire, whimsy and pathos. 
The story is Of a second exodus 
into the Gobi Desert as the only 
place left free to the Jewish peo- 
ples. But the Jews are not a 
homogenous nation.

More than 28 per cent of the 
loans made to farmers through 
the 41 Production Credit Associa- 
tions of the second district of the 
Farm Credit Administration were 
paid in full at the end of Feb- 
ruary, it was announced by J. K. 
Dough ton, president of the Pro- 
duction Credit Corporation of 
Baltimore. 

As of February 28 there were 
6,817 borrowers listed from 
Pennsylvania, Delaware, Mary- 
land, Virginia and West Virginia, 
which states comprise the second 
district, and at that time 2.750 
loans had been paid In full. 

These figures show an increase 
of 5.1 per cent over December 31, 
when there were 5.7*1 borrowers 
and 1.790 loans paid in full, or a 
percentage of 23.6. 

"To me,* 'Mr. Doughton said, 
"this indicates that the farmers 
are very definitely turning the 
corner of the depression." Given 
an opportunity to borrow money 
for the production and harvesting 
of crops at a rate of interest they 
all can afford to pay. our farmers 
are showing that they can work 
out their own difficulties. They 
are repaying their loans, which 
means that they are selling their 
crops, taking care of their living) 
expenses, and saving enough to 
meet their obligations.

waste disposal. Other camp 
ground facilities numbered 455.

In addition 46,67 1 pounds of 
h ar dwqpd and ot her tree seeds" 
were collected. ' . "- 

"A campaign to control the 
ravages of Insect pests was con- 
ducted over 2,686 acres and a 
similar war waged against tree 
and plant diseases over 67,079 
acres. In the conduct of soil ero- 
sion control operations bank pro- 
activities were completed 
465,485 square yards, 12,481 
were constructed and 32,339 
linear yards of drainage and di- 
version ditches were dug. As a

AH silage crops should be planted, 
if possible, close to the buildings 
or the silo, for hauling at filling 
time is an item that should be 
considered. It is easy to obtain, 
in an average year, 10 or more 
tons per acre and in no way can 
the stock farmer produce such a 
large amount of good yet nutriti- 
ous food. Profits in the stock 
business are largely determined by 
the cost of feeding. Therefore 
this is one — if not the first pro- 
blem to consider.

Clouds add much to the beauty of the sky. Include them In every picture. 

It's easy to do. 



IT Beenis that too often we forget 
all about the fleecy white clouds, 
which add so much to the attrac- 
tiveness and beauty of a snapshot. 
The average amateur will put forth 
great effort to secure sharpness, 
contrast and good composition in 
his ground subject and then com- 
pletely overlook the possibilities of 
beautiful cloud effects. 

One thing that really adds to the 
interest in a landscape picture is 
clouds. Suppose we are taking siich 
a picture and use a film which re- 
sponds only to ultra-violet, violet, 
and blue, light. We should not be 
able to distinguish between the 
clouds and sky if we give enough 
eipos'ure to show detail In the la,ml- 
Kcape. This is because the light from 
the blue sky and the white clonus la 
very rich in light rays to which the 
film responds. 

Although clouds and blue sky are 
both rich in u'tra-viulot, violet un-1 
blue, there is a marked differon. ■»■ 
between the two. The light* from 
the|clouds, buiug while, actually 
contain, however, a lot of green and 
red light, while that from the blue

Federal taxes on gasoline and 
oil ai 

total $30.50 Of this amount, almost 
$5 more than the general average. 
Other state taxes here average 
$16.81 while the general average 
is $18.45. The Federal excise tax 
is $17.95. 

Kentucky taxes the new car 
owner more than any other state, 
$89.21. North Carolina taxes the 
average new car owner $88.09, 
while Mississippi collects $86.20. 
Nebraska, with an average first-, 
year tax of only $51.05, until re- 
cently was the cheapest state in 
which to own a new car, but the 
situation has been changed by a 
recent increase in Nebraska's gas- 
oline tax. 

These data appear in studies of 
ihotor tax costs made by the 
American Petroleum Industries 
Committee, which confined its at- 
tention only to small, light motor 
cars. The typical vehicle studied 
weighed 2,880 pounds, and 28.33 
horsepower, consumed 500 gallons 
at a mileage of 14 to the gallon, 
and travelled 7,000 miles annually. 

It was found that first-year 
taxes averaged about 14 per cent 
of the car's wholesale value, and 
nearly 12 per cent of its retail 
valuer y e t th e 4ata~eempiled- re- 
presentea oniy special aaaiiiohal 
direct taxes levied only upon 
motor vehicle owners. 

The heaviest gasoline taxes are 
collected in Florida and Tennes- 
see, where the tax on motor fuel 
is the highest in the country. On 
the basis of a small-car consump- 
tion of 500 gallons of gasoline 
during the y e ar , the motor vehicle 
operator in these states pays $35 
in state gasoline taxes and $5 ad- 
ditional to the federal government 
a total of $40.

Eradication Of Rats 
Is Work Of Biologist 

The office of junior biologist for 
the Virginia-Carolina territory of 
the Biological Survey, with head- 
quarters at the N. C. Extension 
Division, Raleigh, has been re- 
sumed. George B. Lay, graduate 
Of the University of North Caro- 
lina in 1918, with post-graduate 
work at N. C. State, is in charge. 

Rat eradication campaigns are 
at present the main undertaking 
of the bureau, though other work 
coming under the Biological Sur- 
vey is carried. The campaigns 
are conducted on a cost basis and 
through the cooperation of the 
extension services of the three 
states. 

Farmers interested in rat eradi- 
cation should see their county 
agent and request him to solicit 
the aid of Mr. Lay and his bureau 
in conducting a campaign on a 
scale wide enough to be effective
